» Mr. Lewis left the AFL to organize 
‘the CIO? 


And would John L, now 
become the spearhead of a drive to 
destroy the child of his rebellion? 
For some time, an influential group 
in the AFL has given up all thought 
of reunion, has been talking in war- 
like terms of putting an end to the 
CIO and dual unionism once and 
for all. For such a drive Mr. Lewis 
would be an ideal leader. Apart 
from these speculations, the return 
of John L. is compensation for the 
recent departure of the Machinists 
and a pledge that the next AFL 
convention will be colorful.

WEAKENED FULL 
EMPLOYMENT BILL 


WASHINGTON.—A rather dreary 
and much watered-down “full em- 
ployment bill” was accepted by the 
House February 6th in a 320 to 84 
vote on a conference report. 

The Senate conferees backed 
down a good deal and all reference 
to either “full employment” or ‘“as- 
surance of jobs” was taken out of 
the measure. 

Rep. George H. Bender (R. 0.) 
described the measure. as “little 
short of a complete mess.” He de- 
clared the Democratic administra- 
tion leadership has yielded to a 
point that “it is pot a full employ- 
ment bill and doesn’t assure anyone 
of anything. So it is a fraud. The 
bill doesn’t even recognize the fun- 
damental right of every American 
to a job.” 

Following Bender, Rep. Robert 
Rich (R., Pa.) said “If I wanted to 
see this country become a com- 
munistic or socialist nation, I would 
talk like the gentleman who pre- 
ceded me. But I don't.” Rich 
thought the bill as amended, went 
too far. - 

A middle-position was taken by 
Rep. John J. Cochran (D., Mo.) who 
said that although the words “full 
employment,” and “assure” have 
been taken out of the compromise 
measure, we have substituted the 


term “maximum = employment” 
which he argued meant the same 
thing. 


In almost the same position was ] 
Rep. Wright Patman (D., Tex.) 
author of the House version of the 
original full employment measure 
Patman said the purpose of the bill 
was to “get Congress to set policy 
on full or maximum employment,” 
and he contended the compromise 
did that. All agreed that it would 
take additional legislation to imple- 
ment the policy—and that this 
might be the place to put the con- 
servative element on the spot. 

On the roll call most of the House 
liberals voted for the bill—not be- 
cause they were enthusiastic for it, 
but because it could not be amended 
and was a “foot in the door.” Rep. 
Adam Clayton Powell (D., N. Y.) 
answered “present and not voting” 


to the roll call.

PEORIA, Ill.—T wo unionists were shot to death and three 
others wounded at a railroad grade crossing 30 miles east of 
here February 6th when company thugs fired into a crowd of 
unarmed workers picketing a freight train of George P. 
McNear’s Toledo Peoria & Western Railroad. 


The two dead men are Irwin?— 


Paschon, 27, a member of the| 
Brotherhood of Railway Clerks | 
(AFL), who leaves a wife and 
6-months-old baby, and Arthur 


Browne, 40, a member of the Broth- 
erhood of Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen (unaffiliated). 

All five of the victims were shot 
in the back, according to Vice Presi- 
dent V. C. Keiser of the Locomotive 
Firemen, indicating that they were 
trying to get away from the scene 
when McNear’s strikebreakers 
aimed their shotguns at them. 

The fighting centered around an 
armored freight train, which had 
portholes drilled into the sides so 
the armed guards within might fire 
down the track. As the train halted 
at the grade crossing some 
pickets, who had been following it, 
piled out of their cars and began 
jeering the crew of strikebreakers.

Downey Urges CV 
Get 50 Millions 
For Next Year 


California Senator Urges 
Ickes and Budget Bureau 
Push Project for 
Post-War Recovery 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14. — Sen- 
ator Sheridan Downey of California 
has urged Secretary of Interior 
Harold L, Ickes to push the state’s 
Central Valley Project to the limit 
in the fiscal year starting next July 
lst and has suggested “an appro- 
priation of at least $50,000,000” for 
its major lines of development. 

In a letter to Secretary Ickes, re- 
leased at his Washington office this 
week, Senator Downey said: “Any 
survey of the Western post-war 
situation immediately brings up the 
development and utilization of the 
vast resources of the valleys of the 
Sacramento and the San Joaquin 
and the mountain region lying 
within their watersheds. 


“The land, water and hydro-elec- 
tric resources of these river basins 
comprise one of the greatest poten- 
tials in Western America for build- 
ing new homes, farms and indus- 
tries for thousands of returning vet- 
erans and for displaced war work- 
ers in the overflowing cities of the 
Pacific Slope.” 

The California Senator empha- 
sized that the Central Valley Proj- 
ect should not be considered as part 
of a public works program; the po- 
tentials of the central valley, he 
said, being so obvious, and the need 
of supplying the water-deficient San 
Joaquin from the richer resources 
of the Sacramento so urgent, there 
could be no sound reason to delay 
the project to provide a reservoir of 
work in future years.

director of the bureau of the bud- 
get, and to “make a vigorous appeal 
to the appropriation committees in 
the Congress,” Mr. Downey pointed

|COURTS OVERRULE 
PRINCIPLE OF 
SUPERSENIORITY 


SAN FRANCISCO.—The principle 
of superseniority was advanced by 
General Hershey and the Selective 
Service Administration in order to 
interpret the provisions of the Se- 
lective Service Law to mean that 
returning veterans must be placed 
at the head of the seniority list 
and cannot be laid off before all 
non-veterans have been laid off. 
The application of this principle 
has threatened the very existence 
ef many collective bargaining agree- 
ments. 

Several inferior court decisions 
have upheld General Hershey’s con- 
tention. Within the last few weeks, 
however, decisions in two cases 
have been rendered by the lower 
Federal courts which have dis- 
agreed with previous court interpre- 
tations and have refused to uphold 
General Hershey’s contentions. In 
the first of these cases, Olin Indus- 
tries vs. Barnett et al (United 
States District Court S.D.S.D. Illi- 
nois, Civil Number 618, January 24, 
1946), District Judge Briggle said. 


“To hold that a veteran has also 
gained the right to advance over 
older employes far beyond his years 
of service, including his period of 
military service, would ge giving 
him undue advantage over other 
workmen. While Congress has in 
numerous ways accorded the vet- 
eran benefits and advantages due to 
his military service, they have on 
the whole been at the expense of a 
grateful people and not at the ex- 
pense of a class—in this instance, 
the older employes if the interpreta- 
tion of the Director be adopted. To 
hold that Congress was intending 
by this Act to confer such an ad- 
vantage on the serviceman, in my 
judgment, goes beyond the express 
provisions of the Act and would not 
be warranted under ordinary rules 
of construction.” 

In the second case, Droste vs. 
Nash Kelvinator Corporation (Uni- 
ted States District Court E.D.S.D. 
Michigan, Civil Bynber 5010, Janu- 
ary 30, 1946) Judge Lederle con- 
tinued in the same line of thought 
when he said:
